Fire early today destroyed the 
brick garage building at South 
Granger and Homer streets that 
housed Dean’s garage and where 
Irving I. Hudes had started 
his 
New Methods, 
Inc., factory on a 
limited, emergency basis. 
The total damage was unesti­ 
mated this morning but it will run 
into thousands and thousands of 
dollars, as the building was gutted 
and all of its contents destroyed. 
Neither was the cause of the 
blaze determined. 
The fire was seen .shortly after 
4:30 a. rn. today by Dr. G R. John­ 
son, who said the rear part of the 
building was blazing when he pass­ 
ed. 
He summoned 
the 
fire de­ 
partment. 
Property Losses 
Those who lost property as a re- i 
suit of the 
fire were the J. V. 
Capel estate, owner of the build­ 
ing; Dean Hill, who operated the 
garage; New Methods, 
Inc., and 
its operator, Mr. Hudes; 
Victor 
Humm, who had automobiles and 
parts stored there; 
and George 
Robertson, 
who stored his furni­ 
ture and personal belongings in the 
building. 
Kenneth Capel said be could not 
estimate the building loss in dol­ 
lars but that it appeared the dam­ 
age might be total. 
Dean Hill, who suffered a burn­ 
ed hand in the fire, 
had a lot of 
expensive 
motor 
machinery de­ 
stroyed by the fire as well as other 
belongings. 
Autos Destroyed 
Victor Humm said he had an 
approximate 
$10,000 
loss in the 
fire. 
Stored In the building and 
belonging to him was a 1913 Cadil­ 
lac which Dean had been working 
on and was nearly through with 
the 
job. 
Humm 
said 
that the 
value of such a car in good work­ 
ing order runs up to $4,000 and 
$5,000, 
as collectors 
of 
antique 
cars would pay that much for such 
a vehicle. 
Humm 
and Hill 
had no insur­ 
ance on their losses. 
Also belonging to Humm and 
destroyed was a 1952 Oldsmobile. 
a 1947 Oldsmobile, part of a 1949 
automobile, 
and 
a 
1948 Kaiser 
automobile. Humm, too, lost num­ 
erous auto parts and new' fenders 
that were stored in the building, as 
well 
as the furnace, 
which 
he 
owned. 
Robertson said the loss to his 
furniture and his personal belong­ 
ings u’ould run from $10,000 to $12.- 
000. 
His furnishings were stored 
there while he is building a new 
home. 
Mr. Hudes lost his personal au­ 
tomobile, 
a 
1952 
Kaiser, which 
was stored in the building, as well 
as factory equipment. 
Rush Factory Building 
Just all that Hudes lost was not 
immediately 
known 
because he 
was in St. Louis with Ed Thur­ 
mond. his personnel man 
How­ 
ever, he had six pieces of equip 
ment installed and was employing 
seven men in making a rush or­ 
der of metal stilts for Christmas 
delivery. 
Besides this machinery and raw 
material, there was stored on the 
south side of the building numer­ 
ous 
other 
pieces 
of 
packaged 
equipment, hundreds of camping 
stoves and a considerable amount 
of materials. 
Sam Potter

tive here, said he talked with Mr. 
Hudes in St. Louis this 
morning 
and learned that work at the fac­ 
tory site will be concentrated on 
the small building which is nearing 
completion 
and just
